RECOGNIZING THE COTTON FARMER. 
Sir Charles M acara, a world authority on cotton, has is­ 
sued a strong statement in which he insists that the world must 
give some thought to the welfare of the cotton planter if it 
is to be supplied with this raw material which is vital to the 
w elf ace of the world. He says that “the planter must be re­ 
garded as of the same importance as others who touch cotton, 
and his rewards will have to be considered just as much as 
spinner, manufacturer, finisher, middleman, merchant or ship- j 
per.” And the Wall Street Journal declares that there is 
“no other producer in America so little considered” as the 
.cotton farm er, and that ‘‘none has been forced to toil for so 
small a return that often can not be distinguished from a loss.” 
Both of these statements are symptoms of a feeling that j 
has been spreading in the cotton industry of the world and 
among other business leaders in the United States for the pa^t 
two or three years. The f\rst symptom of its recognition rn 
the cotton industry came at the first World Cotton Conference 
at New Orleans two years ago, and business leaders of the 
United States have been forced to recognize it because of the 
demonstration during the past two years that the prosperity 
pf the whole country is bound up with the prosperity of the 
cotton farmer.

NEW YORK — How a bqnd of 150 
Americans is able to direct *Xie feed­ 
ing of .nearly 10,000,000 starving 
Russians is depicted in advices re­ 
ceived from Moscow . by the Ameri­ 
can Relief administration. 
The organisation is similar to the 
army supply system. Headquarters 
^are in Moscow', which corresponds 
geographically to ^Chicago. Ten di­

The entire American personnel is 
\ distributed into 24 districts, each 
district, save four railroad centers, 
being in charge of a supervisor re­ 
sponsible to headquarters at Moscow. 
These groups serve an area of nearly 
4,000,000 square miles, larger than 
the United States. 
Districts adjacent to the Volga 
Valley, the heart of the famine re­ 
gion, receive the greatest attention. 
From Kazan, the sjeat of the gov­ 
ernment of the Tartar Republic, 
south to Astrakhan at the mouth 
of the river on the Caspian^ (Sea,, 
every railhead on the Volga is man­ 
ned by American uijits. Here 60 
men supervise the feeding of more 
than 5,000,000 people. 
In the Ukraine and the Crimea,

Thursday afternoon I witnessed 
an experiment With another machine 
to destroy the boll weevils. The ap­ 
paratus consists of two zinc troughs 
placed as close together as possible 
to permit the cotton to pass between 
them as the cultivator goes along. 
Four or five springs on 
the 
zinc 
shields on 
both 
sides rake over 
the cotton stalks, giving each a 
good shake." The idea is to shake 
j the weevils off into the troughs 
; which contain kerosene to kill them 
{ when 
they 
fall 
in. 
The 
troughs 
are at the bottom of the two shields 
which form a solid wall and just 
above the ground. ' 
This particular experiment was 
tried in Regar Floyd’s cotton patch 
near the glass factory. The stalks 
were really not large enough for the 
springs to get in their work of 
brushing very well, 
but 
several 
weevils were found in the troughs 
after a few rounds had been made, 
to say nothing of dozens of bugs of 
various 
kinds 
and 
some infested 
squares. The machine is the proper­ 
ty of E. J. McKinney, who secured 
it from Texas. According to his in­ 
formation it 
has been used with 
some degree of success around Vic­ 
toria and other parts of the coun­ 
try where the weevils have been 
for many years. He will experiment 
further with it. In the Floyd field 
several of us searched carefully for 
weevils but we found only six or 
eight. However, punctured squares 
were somewhat in evidence showing 
that what weevils there are in the 
field are at work. Many squares were 
apparently uninjured as yet, and the 
question of a crop hinges on wheth­ 
er enough bolls can be put on be­ 
fore the weevils appear in suffici­ 
ent numbers to destroy them. If the 
weevils can be held down for a 
time the crop will be made, but if 
permitted 
to 
multiply 
unchecked 
another month will see enough here 
to do untold damage, at least this 
is the conclusion I have reached. 
Another thing I learned is that the 
weevils simply cannot stand the hot 
ground. I scratched up a little loose 
dirt and dropped the first weevil I 
caught on it. He tried to crawl 
away but in a very short time was 
rolliug over on his back and kick­ 
ing up his heels. When turned over 
he would try to crawl away but 
after a few steps would give it up 
and roll over on his back again. 
The second one took flight but we 
caught him and covered him with a 
little sand. He scratched out but 
was too weak to try to fly again. 
The third one also tried to fly but 
was never able to leave the ground. 
I don’t think 
any of the three lived 
over four or 
five minutes and not 
one crawled more than six inches 
from where he was placed. This con­ 
vinced me that an important thing 
in fighting the weevils is to get 
them off of the stalks and Into the 
middles. Right here Hardy Dial’s 
log drag would come in to advant­ 
age, for with a weevil mashed into 
the hot dirt he would never 
get 
away because he would be too far 
gone to fly by the time he got out. 
The same thing for 
the 
infested 
squares. When once in the hot sun 
a square would soon dry up and 
the grub would die of starvation. 
The log would hasten matters by 
mashing the square, tit is also claim­ 
ed for the log that it keeps the top 
of the ground in the form of a 
dust 
mulch 
which 
would 
benefit 
the cotton even if no weevils were 
there. However, whether one uses 
a drag, the kerosene trough or some 
other method 
the 
weevils 
and 
squares must be shaken out into the 
middles as well as possible and the 
dust mulch kept on the surface. I 
am slow to give advice, but this 
time I think I have seen enough 
to be certain what I am talking 
about.

In 
July, 1917, Dr. Wu resigned as pre­ 
mier owing to ill health and it was 
believed that his retirem ent would 
be permanent, as the republic had 
weathered the most serious crises.

Dr. Wu was born in Singapore in 
184 2. 
He was 
educated 
in the 
Chinese classics at Canton nad stud­ 
ied English at Hong Kong. He en­ 
rolled as a student at Lincoln’s Inn, • 
London, in 1874, where he studied J 
international 
law and other legal I 
subjects two years, when he was 
admitted to practice at the English j 
bar. He returned to China in 1877, 
i passing through the United States, 
making a study of national ip^tu- 
tions and colleges. On his arrival at 
Hong Kong he practiced law until 
1882, when he was appointed legal 
advisor and deputy for foreign af­ 
fairs at Tientsin. On the establish- 1 
merit of the Tientsin University in 
1895, he was appointed chief direc­ 
tor. 
In the same year he was made 
first secretary jpf the embassy peace 
missions to Japan and plenipoten­ 
tiary for exchanging ratifications of 
the peace treaty effected at Chefoo. 
Wu also assisted in n eg o tia tin g ^ ! 
! Peking the Chino-Japaneses treaty"of 
lcommerce and navigation, which, was 
ratified October, 1896. 
In the following year he was sent 
as Minister to the United. States, 
w'hich post he ocupied until J 902, 
when he was recalled, being ^reap­ 
pointed in 1907. later returning to 
China to take an active part in the 
moves that led to the forming of 
the republic. 
Dr. Wu contributed numerous es­ 
says on economics and political sub­ 
jects to leading American and Brit­ 
ish publications. He lectured repeat­ 
edly before university classes here 
and abroad and in 1900 the degree 
of LL.D. was conferred on him by 
the University of pennsylvania. He 
was married and had several chil­ 
dren.
